Wall street. 


Foster was one of the several wit-, 


nesses rijalnst whose testimony the 
'efeiise made such' violent objections 
tnat Judge Martin was eventually' dis- 
posed to iillow the government to lead 
'be witness to the.conclusion' desired 
10 he stated as a matter of judicial 
discretion. Tho defense had been in-' 
terrnpling every answer with a repeti- 
tion of objections already made and 
passed upon. 


Foster said that he bad. been auditor 


ol the sugar "trust for eight or ten 
years and was familltar with the gen- 
eral routine followed In the importa- 
tion of sugar, at the Havemeyer aiid 
Elder refinery In Wllllamsliurg, where, 
the sugar-weighing frauds occurred. 
He Identified the signature of Bpn- 
dernagel, tlie former cashier of this 
refinery, who Is one of the defend- 
ants, and also Deridernagel's initials- 
on a return covering a sugar importa- 
'ion and known as the city weigher's 
'•eturn. 
' ' 


It had already appeared in the evi- 


dence that the sugar was weighei 
twice on tho 
Wllllamsburg docks, 


once by government weighers on the 
doctored scales, 
where were 
em- 


ployed as checlters four of the de- 
fendants now on trial, under the di- 
rection of Oliver Spltzer, who is nisi 
charged with tlie conspiracy. 
The 


Biigiir was weighed the'second time on 
correct .scales by city woighers repre- 
senting the merchants who sold it to 
the trust, and the government has 
been seeking to show that wherear 
these two weighings gave a 'difference 
of some thirteen pounds to a cartload, 
the sugar trust paid Us bills on tlie 
basis of the return of the city weigh- 
ers. 


Foster 
testified 
that the 
papei 


•which W.-T. Dennison of the*govern- 
ment's counsel showed him was a city 
weigher's return, which had 
been 


received at 117 Wall street, then sent 
to Demlernagcl at the refinery "for 
comparison . with the original data, 
and subsequently returned to the of- 
fice of the trust. 


"Were the bills paid there for the 


sugar received?" asked Dennison. The 
defc;ir», strongly, objected, but the 
answer was allowed to stand. 
The 


witness replied in the affirmative and 
Dennison followed up his question by 
asking whether any effort was ever 
made before the bills were paid at the 
Wall street office, 
aside from 
the 


verification by Bendernagel to ascer- 
tain if the weights were correct..

-.vhich Judge Martin squelched by say- 
ing that he had already ruled on this 
line of testimony and would not al- 
low a prolonged discussion.

Cabinet Is Strongly Backed 


Against Upper House 


ASQDITH SCORES LORDS 


His Resolution Charging Them With 


Breach of Constitution Is Adopted 


by Large Majority—Parliament to 


Be 
Dissolved Today—Government 


Stands on Budget For Re-election— 
Promised Support of Laborltes 
London, Dee. 3.—The house - of 


commons, by a vote of 349 to 134, 
passed a resolution of Premier As- 
quith, to the effect that In rejecting 
the government's budget bill the house 
of lords had committed a breach of 
the constitution and usurped the rights 
of the house of commons. 


Bjemior Asqulth announced that the 


government had advised King Edward 
to dissolve parliament, and that the 
king had accepted the invitation. The 
premier added that if the Liberals 
were returned to power the first act 
of the government would be the re- 
enactment of all the taxes for which 
provision was made in the budget re- 
jected by the house of lords. 
It Is 


understood that parliament will he 
dissolved so as to permit the holding 
of elections between Jan. 10 and 20. 
The prorogation will take place to- 
day. 


All the preliminaries to the great 


political battle aro being cleared away 
at Sandringham, where the king held 
a. meeting with the 
privy council, 


during which he signed 
an 
order 


proroguing parliament until Jan. 17, 
1910. 
The fixing of this 'date was a 


mere formality, as before that time 
the present house will have been dis- 
solved. 


The centre of interest was the house 


of commons, where Asqulth, on bo- 
half of his government, delivered the 
reply to the action of the lords in 
withholding their consent upon tha 
budget. 
The house was crowded with 


members and tho galleries were filled 
with lords, diplomats and other dis- 
tinguished personages. 


- .Premier Asqultb's first words 
as 


ho rose amid the wildest demonstra- 
tion of enthusiasm to move the reso- 
lution of which he had given notice 
on Tuesday were: "We are meeting 
-under circumstances without example 
in the history of the-British parlia- 
ment." 


With much emphasis .Asqulth de- 


clared that the house of commons 
would prove unworthy of Its traditions 
if it,allowed a single day to pass 
without making c]en£ that it did not 
mean to brook the great indignity and 
arrogant usurpation of its rights. 


After quoting, authorities in favor of 


his contention that the commons had 
the exclusive right to determine the 
matter of taxation and expenditure, 
Asquith concluded: 


"We are living under a system of 


false balances and loaded dice. When 
democracy voted for a Liberal govern- 
ment tlie dormant second 
chamber 


awoke from its slumbers and nullified 
the work-of the house of commons.' 
we shall ask tho house by its vote 
and we shall ask the constituencies at 
the earliest possible moment to de- 
clare that the organ for the voice of 
the free people of this country is to 
be found In the accredited representa- 
tives of the nation." 


The government's resolution was 


presented in the words in which no- 
tice of ittwas given and in substance 
•as follows: 


"Resolved, That the action of the 


bouse of lords in refusing to pass into 
law the financial provisions made by 
this chamber for the expenses of the 
year was a breach of the constitution 
and an usurpation of the rights of the 
house of commons." 


Following the premier, A. J. Ral- 


four strenuously defended the action 
of the lords, who, he said, had a clear 
conviction of their powers. 
Though 


the reference of bills to the country 
by the lords was rare, their oppon- 
ents had no right to lay claim to this 
rarity as showing that the power of 
the upper chamber in 
this respect 


should fall into desuetude. 


Labor Leader Arthur Henderson de- 


clared that the 
government 
would 


hnve the wholehearted support of his 
party. Following the debate, division 
was had on the resolution, which was 
carried by a vote of 349 to 134. 


In; announcing the support of tho 


government by the Laboritcs, Hen- 
jderson declared :that the continuance, 
of the second chamber as constituted 
at present was absurd.

no longer content with 
their

record of obstruction and mutilation 
and destruction of legislation, -through 
which they had defrauded the people j 
o£ many ot the fruits of self-govern- 
ment, had .become emboldened suffi- j 
ciently, he said, to try their hand at, 
usurpation of tho'rights of thd house 
of commons In regard to matters ofi 
finance.
